A Not very frequently. I tried it, but the conditions 
are so seldom favorable for doing that, you don't often 
try it. 

Q Do you always go out about the same time when you do 
it? 

A If I am after the mullet, yes; it was very carly in 
the morning; it was before sunrise anyway and there on 
the beach while attempting to get these mullet I saw Mr. 
Mellinger. I am positive of that; I remember distinctly 
talking to him; the sea was too rough to catch mullet and
